In  connection  with  our  sale  of  tree  currants  the  last  three 
years,  we  have  had  a great  many  requests  for  tree  gooseber- 
ries. Three  years  ago  we  started  a planting  and  this  spring 
we  will  have  some  beautiful,  specimen  tree  gooseberries  to  of- 
fer for  the  first  time.  The  tree  gooseberry  is  common  in  Eng- 
lish landscapes,  but  practically  unknown  in  this  country,  ow- 
ing to  the  lack  of  stock.  We  believe  this  is  the  first  time  they 
have  ever  been  offered  for  sale.  Each  tree  gooseberry  bears
